The accounting and reporting policies of the City of Gram bling conform  to generally accepted 
accountin g principles as applicable to governm ents. Such accoun ting and rep orting procedures 
also conform  to the requirem ent of Louisiana Revised Statutes 24:517 and to the guides set forth 
in the Louisiana M tm icipal Audit and A ccoun ting Guide, an d to the industry audit gu ide

, Audits 
of State and Local Governm en tal Units. 

The following notes to the finan cial statem ents are an  integral part of the City's General Purpose 
Financial Statem en ts. 

1. SUM M ARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

A . REPORTIN G ENTITY 
The City of Grambling, Louisian a, was incorporated in 1959 un der th e provisions 
of the Lawrason Act. The City operates un der a M ayor-Board of Alderperson 
form of government. The City's major operations include public safety, fire 
protection, public works, recreation an d parks, utility services, an d gen eral 
adm inistrative services. 

Th e National Council of Governmental Accounting (NCGA), in order to clarify 
which organ izations, functions, and activities of governm en t should be included 

in general purpose finan cial statements, issued NCGA-3 (Defining the 
Governmental Reporting Entity) in December 1981. The NCGA has been 
rep laced by the Governmental Accoun ting Stan dards Board (GASB), but the latter 
organization has endorsed NCGA-3. In issuing NCGA-3, the NCGA's intention 
w as to provide a basis for m aking com parisons am ong units of governm ent, to 
reduce the possibility of arbitrary exclusion and to en able fin an cial statem en t 
users to identify the operations for which governm ental entities ar e responsible. 
Th e N CGA concluded that th e basic criterion for including an  agency, institution, 
authority , or other organization in a governm ental unit's rep orting entity is the 
exercise of oversight responsibility over such agen cies by the governm ental unit's 
elected officials. Oversight responsibility is defined to include, but is not limited 
to: 

(1) Finan cial Interdependency 
W hen a sep arate agen cy produces a fin an cial ben efit for or im poses a 
finan cial burden on a unit of governm ent

, th at agen cy is part of the 
reportin g entity. M anifestations of fin an cial interdep en dency in clude 
responsibility for fin an cial deficits, entitlements to surpluses, an d 
gu aran tees of, or "moral responsibility" for, debt.

Selection of Govern in g Authority 
An authoritative appointment is one where the entity's chief elected 
official m aintains a significant continuing relationship with the appointed 
officials with respect to carrying out im portan t public fim ctions. 

Designation of M anagem ent 
W hen m an agem ent is appointed by an d held accountable to a govern in g 
authority that is included in the entity, the activity being man aged falls 
within the entity 

Ability to Significantly Influence Operations 
This ability includes, but is not limited to, the auth ority to review and 

approve budgetary requests, adjustm ents, an d amendments. 

A ccountability for Fiscal M atters 
Fiscal authority normally includes the authority for fmal approval over 
budgetary appropriations, resp onsibility for funding deficits an d operating 
deficiencies, disposal of surphi s funds, control over the collection and 
disbursem ent of ftm ds, an d m ain tenan ce of title to assets. 

There m ay be, however, factors other th an  over sight that are so significant 
th at exclusion of a particular agency t~om  a reporting entity's finan cial 
statem ents would be m isleading. These other factors include:

Scope of Public Service - Aspects to be considered include who the 
activity ben efits and whether it is conducted within the entity 's 
geographic boun daries an d generally available to its citizens. 

Special Fin ancin g Relationship - Such a relationsbip m ay 
have been created to benefit th e entity by providing for the 
insuran ce of debt on behalf of the entity . 
Based on the criteria established by NCGA-3, as supplem ented by 
NCGA Interpretation-7 (Clarification as to the Application of the 
Criteria in N CGA Statem ent-3-D efining th e Govern m ental 

Reporting Entity), the City of Grambling's financial statements do 
not include the Housing Authority of the City of Grambling. The 
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Authority provides housing to qualified residents and is funded 
through Governm ent gran ts an d rental charges. The City is not 
responsible for funding its deficits nor does it have the right to its 
surpluses. Except as cited above, this report includes all fim ds an d 
account gr oups which m eet th e above criteria. N o other potential 
com ponent units have been in cluded or excluded in this report. 

BA SIS OF PRESENTATION - FUND ACCOUNTIN G 
The accounts of the City of Gram bling are organized on th e basis of funds and 
account gr oups, each of whi ch is considered a separate accoun ting en tity. The 
City has created several types of funds and a number of discrete funds within each 
fund type. Each fire d is accoun ted for by a sep ar ate set of self-balancin g ac coun ts 
th at com prise its as sets, liabilities, fund balan ce, revenues, an d 
Expen di tures/expenses. The in dividual funds accoun t for the governm ental 
resources allocated to th em  for th e purpose of carrying on specific activities in 
accordan ce w ith law s, regulations, or other restrictions. 

The fim ds are gr ouped in to tw o fund typ es an d five generic fim ds as  described 
below : 

(1) General Fun d Types 
Th ese ar e the funds through which m ost governm ental functions typically 
ar e fin an ced. The funds included in this category are as  follow s: 

General Fund 
This fund is established to account for resour ces devoted to 
finan cin g th e general services that th e City perform s for its 
citizens. General tax revenues an d oth er sources of reven ue used to 
finance the fun dam ental operations of the City are 
included in  this fund. The fund is char ged w ith  all cost of 
operating th e governm ent for whi ch a separ ate fund has not been 
established. 
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Special R evenue Funds 
These funds are established to account for the proceeds of specific 

revenue sources other than expendable trusts or major capital 
projects that are legally restricted to expenditures for specified 
purposes. 

D ebt Service Funds 
These funds ar e established for th e purpose of accum ulating 
resources for the paym ent of interest and principle on long-term  
general obligation debt other th an th ose payable from  Enterprise 
Funds. 

Capital Projects Funds 
Capital Projects Fun ds are used to account for the acquisition or 
construction of major capital facilities (other than those finan ced 
by proprietary funds). Principal sources of revenue are municipal 
long-term debt proceeds, interest incom e an d various types of 

gran ts 

(2) Proprietary Fun d Types 
These funds accoun t for operations that ar e organ ized to be self-supporting 
through user charges. Included in this category ar e the Enterprise Funds. 

(3) 

Enterprise Fun ds 
These funds are established to accoun t for oper ations that are 
finan ced an d operated in a m arin er sim ilar  to private business 
enterprises, w here the intent is that costs of providing goods or 
services to th e general public on a continuing basis be finan ced or 

recovered primarily through  user charges. 

Gen eral Fixed Assets Accoun t Group 
This is nota fund but rath er an accoun t group th at is used to accoun t for 
gen eralfixed assets acquired principally for general purposes an d excludes 
fixed assets in  the Enterprise Fun ds. 
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(4) General Long-Term Debt Account Group 
This is not a fired but rather an account group that is used to accoun t for 
th e outstanding principle balances of general obligation bonds and other 
long-term  debt not reported in  proprietary funds. 

BA SIS OF A CCOUNTIN G 
Governm ental fim ds, Expendable Trust Funds, an d A gency Funds utilize the 
m odified accrual basis of accounting. Under this m ethod, revenues are recognized 
in the accoun ting period in which they becom e both available and m easurable. 
Licenses an d perm its, char ges for services, fre es and forfeits, and m iscellaneous 
revenues ar e recorded as reven ues when received in cas h. General property taxes, 
self-assessed taxes an d investment earnings are recorded when earned (when they 
are measurable and available). 

Expen ditures ar e recognized in the accounting period in whi ch the fund liability is 

incurred, if measurable, except expenditures for debt service, prepaid exPenses, 
an d other long-term  obligations whi ch ar e recognized when  paid. 

All proprietary funds are accoun ted for usin g the accrual basis of accountin g. 
Their reven ues ar e recognized when they ar e earned, and their expenses ar e 
recognized  w hen they ar e in curred. 

Agency Fund assets an d liabilities are accounted for on the m odi fied accrual 

basis. 

D . BUD GETA RY DA TA 
Form al budgetary accoun ting is employed  as a m an agem ent control for the 
Gener al, Proprietary, an d Special Revenue Funds of the City. Annual operating 
budgets are adopted each fiscal year  through pas sage of an  annual budget 
ordinan ce an d am ended as required, an d th e sam e basis of aec ounting is used to 
reflect actual revenues and expenditures/expenses recognized on a generally 
accepted ac counting principles basis. Budgets for Debt Service an d Capital 
Projects Fun ds are not adopted an d are therefore not presented in the 
accom pan yin g com bined an d com bining financial statem ents. Budgetary control 

is exercised at the deparmlental level or by projects. 
A ll un encum bered budget appropriations lapse at th e end of each fiscal year . 
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Decem ber 31, 2002 

CASH & CASH EQUIVALENTS 
Cash includes am ounts in dem and deposits as well as short-term  investm ents with 
a m aturity date within three m onths of the date acquired by the governm ent. 
Certificates of deposit and other securities with  original m aturities over three 
m onth s are clas sified as  short-term  investm ents an d stated at cost, w hich 
approxim ates m arket value. 

RECEIV ABLES 
All receivables ar e reported at their gross value an d, reduced by th e estim ated 
portion th at is expected to be uncollectible. 

IN VESTM EN TS 
Investm ents ar e valued at cost. 

DUE TO AND DUE FROM  OTHER FUNDS 
Interfim d receivables and payables arise from  interfund tran sactions an d ar e 
recorded by all funds affected in the period in which transactions ar e executed. 

INTERE ST RE CEIVAB LE 
Interest on investm ents is recorded as revenue in the year  the interest is earned  
an d is available to pay liabilities of the current period. 

INV ENTORIES 
Inventories for all governmental funds are valued at cost (first-in, fir st-out)i 
Rep orted inventories in  th ese fim ds ar e equally offset by a fund balan ce reserve 
which indicates th ey ar e un available for appropriation even though they ar e a 
com ponent of rep orted assets. 

RESTRICTED A SSETS 
Enterprise fim ds, bas ed on certain bond covenan ts, ar e required  to establish an d 

maintain prescribed am oun t of resources (consisting of cash an d temporary 
Investments) that can  be used only to service outstan ding debt. 

PROPERTY, LAND AND EQUIPME NT 
Fixed as sets used in governm ental fund type operations ar e accoun ted for in  th e 

General Fixed Assets Accoun t Group. Public domain ('infrastructure') general 
fixed as sets consisting of certain im provem ents oth er than buildings, such as 
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roads, sidew alks, bridges and drainage im provem ents are capitalized. Property, 
plant an d equipm ent acquired or constructed for general governm ental operations 
are recorded as expenditures in the fund m aking the expenditures and capitalized 
at cost in th e G en er al Fixed A ssets A ccount Group. 

Property, plan t an d equipm ent acquired by proprietary funds are capitalized in the 
respective fun ds which it applies. 

Property, plan t an d equi pm ent is stated at cost. W here cost could not be 
determ ined from  the available records, estim ated hi storical cost w as used to 
record the estim ated  value of the assets. Assets acquired by gift or bequest are 
recorded at their fair m arket value at the date of transfer. 

Depreciation of exhaustible fixed assets used by proprietary fim ds  are charged as 
an  expense against operations, and accum ulated dep reciation is reported on the 
proprietary funds' balance sheets. Dep reciation has  been provided over the 
estim ated useful lives using th e straight-line m ethod of dep reciation. 

LON G-TERM  D EBT 
Long-term  general obligations of th e City are rep orted in the General Long-Term  
Debt A ccoun t Group. Long-term  liabilities for revenue bonds are rep orted in  the 
appropriate Enterprise Fun d. 

PEN SION S 

All employees are covered un der Social Security benefits. Qualified employees 
who desire to participate ar e also covered in an em ployee m atchi ng 401K . The 
City contributes three percent of em ployees' total w ages into thi s plan . 

FUND EQUITY 
The unreserved fund balances for governm en tal funds represent the am ount 
available for budgeting future operations. The reserved fund balan ces for 
governm ental funds rep resent the am oun t that has  been legally identified for 
specific purposes. Unreserv ed retained earnings for proprietary funds rep resent 
the net assets available for future operations or distribution. Reserved retained 
earnings for proprietary funds represent th e net as sets th at have been legally 
identified for specific purposes. 
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REVENU ES AND  EXPEND ITURES/EXPEN SES 
Revenues for governm ental funds are recorded when they ar e determ ined to be 
both m easurable and available. 
Generally, tax revenues, fees, an d nontax revenues ar e recognized when received. 
Grants from  other governm ents ar e recognized when qualifying expenditures ar e 
incurred. Expendi tures for governm ental funds ar e recorded when  th e related 
liability is incurred. 

Revenues an d expenses of proprietary funds are recognized utilizing th e accrual 
basis of ac counting. Under th is m ethod, revenues ar e recorded when earned an d 
expen ses ar e recorded at the tim e liabilities ar e in curred. 

PROPERTY TAX REVENUES 
Property taxes levied are based on th e assessed value of property as listed on th e 
previous D ecem ber 31. Assessed  values ar e an  approxim ation of m arket value. A  
revaluation of all real property m ust be m ade every four years. The las t 
revaluation date was  Jan uary 2002. 

VACATION , SICK LEAVE , AND OTHER COM PEN SATED AB SENCES 
The City of GralIlblin g recognition an d m eas ur em ent criteria for com pensated 
absences follow s: 

GA SB Statem ent N o. 16 provides th at vacation leave an d oth er  
com pensated absences w ith  sim ilar  char acteristics should be 

accrued as a liability as the benefits are earned by the employees if 
both of the following conditions ar e m et: 

b 

The em ployees' rights to receive com pensation ar e 
attributable to services already ren dered. 

It is probable th at th e em ployer will 
com pensate the employees for th e ben efits 
through paid tim e off  or som e oth er m ean s, 
such as cas h paym ents at term in ation or 
retirem ent. 
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GASB Statem ent No. 16 provides that a liability for sick 
leave should be accrued using one of the follow ing 
term ination approaches: 

b 

A n accrual for earned sick leave should be 
m ade only to the extent it is probable that 
the benefits will result in term in ation 

payments, rather than be taken as absences 
due to illness or other contingencies, such as 
m edical appointm ents and funer als. 

Alternatively, a governm en tal entity should estim ate its 
accrued sick leave liability bas ed on the sick leave 
accum ulated at the balance sheet date by th ose em ployees 
w ho currently are eligible to receive term ination paym en ts 
as w ell as other em ployees who ar e expected to becom e 
eligible in th e future to receive such paym ents. 

For governm ental an d sim ilar trust fim ds, only th e current portion of th e 
liability for compensated absences should be reported in the fund. The 
curren t portion is the am oun t left unpaid at th e en d of th e reportin g period 
that norm ally would be liquidated w ith  expendable available finan cial 
resources. The rem ainder of the liability should be reported in the general 
long-term  obligations ac count group. 

At December 31, 2002, employees of the City had accumulated an d vested 
$76,643 of employee leave benefits. This am oun t is recorded within the 
general long-term  obligations account group. 

COM PARA TIVE DATA 
Com parative total data for the prior year have been presented in th e 
accompanying finan cial statem ents in  order to provide an  understan ding of 
changes in  th e City finan cial position an d operations. How ever, 

comparative (i.e., presentation of prior year totals by fund type) data have 
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not been presented in each of th e statem ents since their inclusion w ould 
m ake the statem ents unduly complex and difficult to read. 

TOTAL COLUM N S 
The Com bined Financial Statem ents include a total colum n that is 
described as m em orandum  only. D ata in  th ese colum ns do not present 
finan cial position, results of operations, or changes in financial position in 
conform ity w ith generally accepted accountin g principles. Interfim d 
transactions have not been elim inated from  the total colum n of each 
finan cial statem ent. 

STEW ARD SHIP, COM PLIANCE, AND ACCOUNTABILITY 

A . COMP LIAN CE W ITH BOND  COV ENAN TS 
There are a num ber of lim itations an d restrictions contain ed in the various 
bond in dentures. Th e City is in  com pliance w ith all significan t lim itations 
an d restrictions.

D EPOSITS WI TH FINAN CIAL IN STITUTION S 
State statutes require th at the City's dep osits be collateralized by securities. 
All dep osits w ere not adequately collateralized at December 31, 2002. 
There was approxim ately $72,313 of uncollateralized fimds at 
D ecem ber 31, 2002. H owever, it is undeterm inable if this requirem ent 
w as com plied with  throughout the year. 

EXCESS OF EXPEND ITURES OVER REVENUE 
One fund had expenditures th at exceeded revenue for the current year 

A ll significan t bank bal an ces of dep osits as of the balance sheet date are insured 
or collateralized with  securities. 

4. PROPERTY TAX ES 

Property taxes ar e attached as an  enforceable lien on property as of Jan uary 1 of 
each year . Taxes ar e levied by th e City in Septem ber or October and ar e actu ally 
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billed to the taxpayers in N ovem ber. Billed taxes becom e delinquent on January 1 
of the following year. Revenues from  ad valorem  taxes are budgeted in th e year 
billed. The City bills an d collects its own property tax es using th e assessed values 
determ ined by th e tax assessor of Lincoln Parish. 

All property tax es ar e recognized in com plian ce w ith N CGA Interpretation-3 

(Revenue Recognition - Property Taxes) which states that such revenue is 
recorded when it becom es m eas urable and available. Available m eans due, or 
past due an d receivable w ithin the current period and collected no longer than  60 
days after the close of th e current period.

The City is authorized to make direct investments in United States government bonds, 
treas ury notes, treasur y bills or certificates, or tim e certificates of deposit of state banks 
organized  under the Law s of Louisiana an d national banks havin g their pn'ncipal offi ce in 
the State of Loin sian a or any oth er federally insured in vestm ent. 
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The City's investm ents are categorized below to give an indication of the level of risk 
assum ed by the City at year end. Category 1 provides for investm ents in sured or 
registered, or securities held by the City or its agents in the City's name. Category  2 
provides for uninsur ed an d unregistered securities held by the coun terparty's trust 
departm ent or agent in th e City's nam e. Category 3 includes uninsured an d unregistered 
securities held by the coun terparty or by its trust department or agent but not in the City's 
name. (In accordance with GASB 3, this category includes certificates of dep osit or 
m oney m arket accounts that are collateralized with  securities held by th e pledging 
finan cial institution or by its trust department or agent but not in the City's nam e although 
balan ces so coIlateralized m eet th e requirem ents of state law . Of the am ount shown in 
Category 3, $1,025,190 is collateralized by securities held by the pledging finan cial 
institution's agent but not in the City's name.)

Under the term s of the bond indentures on outstandin g Com bined U fihty Revenue 
Refunding Bonds dated Jan uary 1, 1970, an d W ater & Sew er Junior Lien Revenue Bonds 

dated July 1, 1970, all income and revenues (hereinafter referred to as revenue) of every 
natttre, earn ed or derived from  operation of the Utility System  are pledged and dedicated 
to th e retirem ent of sa/d bonds, and are to be set aside into the following special funds: 

Out of th e revenue there shall be set aside from  tim e to tim e in to an  "Oper ation an d 
M aintenan ce Fund" am oun ts sufficient to provide for the paym ent of the reasonable and 
necessary expenses of operating an d m aintaining the system . 

Each m onth , th ere w ill be set aside in to a fund called th e "Bond an d Interest Redem ption 
Fund" an  am ount constituting 1 1/2 of the next m aturing installm ent of interest on the 
outstan ding bonds. Such tran sfers shall be fully sufficient to assure the prom pt paym ent 
of principal an d in terest installm ents as they becom e due, an d m ay be used only for such 

paym en ts. 

There shall also be set aside into a "Bond Reserve Fun d" an  am ount equal to 20%  of th e 
principal an d interest paym ents required during th e current fiscal year until th ere shall 
have been accum ulated in th e Reserv e A ccoun t an  am oun t equal to th e m axim um  
principal and interest requirem ents in an y one m aturity year, that am ount bein g $28,501 
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D ecem ber 31, 2002 

(Such amounts may be used only for the payment of maturing bonds and interest coupons 
for which sufficient funds are not on deposit in the Bond and Interest Redem ption Fund 
and as to w hich ther e w ould otherwise be default. 

Funds will also be set aside into a Contingency Fund at the rate of $150 each m onth un til 
the am oun t of $49,000 is on deposit in the fund. M oney in this fire d m ay be used for the 
m aking of extraordinary repairs or replacem ents to the system  which are necessary to 
keep th e system  in operating condition and for which m oney is not available as a 
m aintenan ce and operation expense. M oney in this fund m ay also be used to pay 
principal or in terest on th e bonds falling due at an y tim e th ere is not sufficient m oney for 
paym ent in the other bond fi.mds. The balan ce in this fund shall never be reduced below  a 
minimum  of $9,000. 

A ll of th e revenues received in  an y fiscal year  and not required to be paid in  such fiscal 
year into an y of th e above noted funds shall be regar ded as surplus an d m ay be used for 
an y law ful corporate purpose. 

Under th e term s of the bond indentures on the outstan ding Utility Revenue Bonds, 
Series, 1993, an d the Utility Revenue Bonds, Series, 1995, the following 
condi tions of paym ents an d various reserve accoun ts w ere stated. 

Sinking Fun d - A  m onth ly paym ent equal to 1/12 of the current year principal an d 
interest in stallm ents due on th e Bond issues. 

Reserve Fund - Paym en ts shall be m ade in com bined sum  equal to 25%  of the 

monthly Sinking Fund paym ent on the Series 1993 bonds mad 20% of the monthly 
Sinking Fun d paym ent on the Series 1995 un til an am oun t equal to th e Reserve 
Fun d Requirem ent is on deposit in th e Reserve Fun d. The initial Reserve Fun d 
Requirement to be accumulated is approximately $155,181. 

Replacem ent Fun d - Paym ents equal to 5%  of the net revenues of th e com bining 
W aterworks System  an d Sewerage System , provided, however, such paym ents 
shall not be less than  $307 per m onth over the life of the Series 1995 Bonds, until 
a Replacem ent Fun d balan ce of $75,000 is accun m lated.

FUND EQUITY 
Reservations of fund balances of governmental funds are created to either (1) satisfy legal 
covenants that require that a portion of the fired balan ce be segregated or (2) identify that 
portion of the fund balance th at is not appreciable for future expenditures. Specific 
reservations of the fund balan ce accounts are sum m arized below : 

Reserv e for Inventories 
This reserv e w as created to represent the portion of the fund balan ce that is not available 
for expenditures because the City expects to use these resources w ithin the next 

budgetary period. 

Reserv e for D ebt Service 
This reserv e w as created to segr egate a portion of the ftm d balan ce account for debt 
service, including both principal paym ents an d interest paym en ts. The reserv ation was 

established to satisfy legal restrictions imposed by various bond agreements. 

Reserve for Retain ed Earnings 
Reserv ations of retained earn ings of Enterprise Funds are created by increases in as sets 
restricted for debt serv ice. These increases result from  eam irtgs on restricted assets an d 
other interfund tran sfers to restricted  accounts. Earnings on restricted assets ar e included 
in  net incom e of the Enterprise Funds, W hen reserved  retained earnings ar e in creased, 
there is an  equal reduction to th e portion of retained earnings th at is unreserv ed. 

SUM M ARY DISCLOSURE OF SIGNIFICANT CON TIN GEN CIES 

The City is a defendan t in  a few lawsuits arisin g principally in th e norm al cour se 
of operations. In the opinion of the adm inistration, the outcom e of these lawsuits 
will not have a m aterial adverse effect on the accom pan ying fin an cial statem ents 
an d accordingly, no provision for losses has  been recorded.

W e conducted our audit in accordance with  generally accepted auditing stan dards 
an d the standar ds applicable to financial audi ts contained in Governm ent Auditing Standards, 
issued by the Com ptroller Gener al of the United States. 

Com plian ce 

As part of obtaining reas onable as sur ance about whether City of Ca'ambling, Lonisian a's general 
purpose fin an cial statem ents ar e flee of m aterial m isstatem ent, w e perform ed tests of its 
complian ce with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts an d grafits, noncomplian ce 
with  whi ch could havea direct an d m aterial effect on the determ ination offinancia/statem ent 
am oun ts. H owever, provi ding an  opinion on com plian ce with  those provisions was not an 

objective of our audit, an d accordingly, we do not express such an  opinion. The results of our 
tests disclosed instan ces of noncomplian ce th at ar e required to be reported un der Governm en t 
Auditing Standards which ar e described in  the accom pan ying Section I of M an agem ent's 
Corrective Action Plan  as  item s 2002-2 an d 2002-3. 

In tern al Control Over Fin an cial ReDortinz 

In planning and perform ing our audi t, w e consider ed City of Gram bling, Loui siana 's control ov~  
fin ancial reporting in  order to determ ine our auditing procedur es for th e purpose of expressin g 
our  opinion on th e general purpose fin an cial statem ents an d not to provide as suran ce on th e 
in ternal control over fin an cial reporting. However, w e noted certain m atters in volving the 
internal control over finan cial reporting and its oper ation th at we consider to be rep ortable 
condi tions. Rep ortable condi tions involve m atters com ing to our  attention relating to si~ _ifican t 
deficiencies in the design or operation of th e intern al control over finan cial reporting th at, in  our  

judgment, could adversely affect City of Grambling, Louisiana's ability to record, process, 
sum m arize and rep ort fin an cial da ta cons istent w ith  as sertions of m an agem ent in th e gen er al

purpose financial statem ents. Reportable conditions are described in the accom panyin g Section I 
of M anagem ent's Corrective A ction Plan  as item  2002-1. 

A  m aterial w eakness is a condi tion in which the design or operation of one or m ore of th e 
internal control com ponents does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that m isstatem ents 
in am oun ts th at w ould be m aterial in  relation to th e general purpose finan cial statem ents bein g 
audited m ay occur and not be detected within a tim ely period by employees in  the norm al course 
of perform ing their assign ed fim ctions. Our  consideration of the in ternal control over financial 
reporting w ould not necessarily di sclose all m atters in the in ternal control that m ight be 
rep ortable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily di sclose all reportable conditions 
that are also considered to be m aterial weaknesses. 

H ow ever , of th e reportable condi tions described above, w e consider item s 2002-1 to be a 
m aterial w eakness.
